The Dead Sea, Works men were travelling 
in two jeeps on a routine job along an 
embanknrent of the plant's southernmost 
evaporation pan, north of Neot Hakikar. 
The .first jeep, carrying Adier and Karni, 
hit @ mine and was thrown by the biast 
into the: pan. Kennat and Biram, in 
their jeep, dashed to their aid, setting 
of an anti-tank mine planted on the road. 

A further mine was set off by an army 
vehicle dispatched to the spot when a near- 
by patrol heard the explosions. A soldier 
was killed and another wounded by the 
blast. 

Benjamin Biram, who was the son of the 
Jate Arthur Biram. founder of the Reali 
School in Haifa, leaves a wife and three 
ehildren, A reserve officer, he had a als- 
tinguished Sinai campaign record. He will 
be buried in Haifa today. He was a gra- 
duate of the Technion's faculty of electrical 
enginering. Another brother, Aharon, was 
‘killed on active service. 

Dr. Kennat leaves a wife, Ora, a 10- 
year old daughter, and bis parents, who live 
in Ramot Hashavim. He came to this coun- 
try from his native Germany in 1933. Dur- 
ing the War of Liberation, he served in 
Jerusalem and the Eitzion bloc with the 
rank of major. 

The funeral will leave the Negev 
Hospital for the Beersheba cemetery at 11 
o'clock this morning.

The: Israel stand at the Security Council 
meeting on Jeruasiem aims to emphasize 
two -points: Reaffirmation of Israel’s “ac-

Eban to Oslo today 


OSLO. — Israel Foreign Minister Abba 
Eben artiver here this afternoon for a 
three-day official viait to Norway, first 
stop on a tour of Scandinavia. Flying in 
from political talks with British leaders 
in London he will meet Mr, Per Borten, 
Norway's Premier, tomorrow and have 
political talks with Mr. John Lyng, the 
Foreign Minister, later in the day.

Mr. Stewart was said to Have called on 
President Nasser for moderation when he 
earlier met with Egyptian Ambassador 
Ahmed el Fiki for the second time in two 
days. Mr. Fiki was told, it was said, of 
Britain’s alspiessure about Nasser's latest 
belligerent speech.

service to mark Israel’s 20th anniversary, the Chancellor said: “The extremist 


forces heard in West Germany are noisy, 


to be sure, but they are not prevalent 


among our people. The results of all elections have shown that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the people stand by the democratic parties.” 


Warning against Leftists as well as 
Rightists, Dr. Kiesinger said that “one 
should be very careful about, Communist 
propaganda which tries to defame our de- 
mocratic federal government and Sts politi- 
cans... It would be a bitter irony if these 
forees succeeded in shaking the atmosphere 
of trust: which has developed in the least 
few years between Germany and Israel.” - 

In a BBC interview on Thursday night, 
Adolf von Thadden, leader of the neo-Nazi 
West German National’ Democratic Party, 
denied thet ho had ever been a member 
of the Nazi Party. The Institute of Jewish 
Affairs in London had announced earlier’ 
that it hed definite evidence that von 
Thadden had been lasued with a Nazi Party 
membership card 7155853 in 1889. 

Von Thadden first answered that he 
could not remember filling in a-member- 
ship form and that he was not even 18 
on September 1, 1939. He said that his 
name might have heen put forward for tho 
party while he was at school or in the Hit- 
jer Youth, but that he had had nothing to 
do with it. .

EADBERS of Tanzania have probably 
talked more about the need for African 
unity than those of any other country. Giv- 
ing formal recognition to even greater dis- 
unity In Africa was therefore a very diffi- 
cult decision to make, Our reluctance to do 
so Was compounded by our understanding 
of the problems of unity—of which we have’ 
some experience—and of the problems of 
Nigeria. For we have had very good rels- 
tions with the Federation of Nigeria, even 
to the extent that when we needed help 
from Africa we asked it of the Federation. 
But unity can only be based on the gene- 
ral consent of the people involved. The 
people must feel thar this State, or this 
Union, is theirs; and they must be willing 
to have their quarrels in that context. Once 
a large number of the people af any suck 
political unit stop believing that the State 
is theirs, and that the government is their 
instrument, then - .

In Britain, in 1950, the Stone of Scone 
was stolen from Westminster: Abbey by 
Scottish Nutionalists while I was still a stu- 
dent at Edinburgh. That act did not re- 
present a wish by the majority of the Srat- 
tish people to govern themselves. But if, 
for some peculiar reason, the vast majority 
of the Scottish people decided that Scotland 
should secede from the United Kingdom, 
would the Government in London order the 
pombing of Edinburgh, and in pursuing the 
Scots inte the Highlands, kill the civilians 
they overtook? Certainly the Union Govern- 
ment would not do this, it would argue with 
the Scots ang try ta reach some compromise. 

As President of Tanzania it is my duty to 
safeguard the integrity of the United Re- 
public, But if the mags of people of Zanzi- 
bar should, without external manipulation, 
and for some reason of their own, decide 
that the Union was prejudicial to their ex- 
istence, I could not advocate bombing them 
into submission. To do so wauld not be to 
defend the Union. The Union would have 
ceased to exist when the consent of its 
constituent members was withdrawn, I 
would certainly be one of those working 
hard to prevent secession, or to reduce its 
disintegrating effects. But I could not sup- 
port a war on the people whom I have 
sworn to serve especially not if the secession. 
is preceded by a rejection of Zanzibarls by 
‘Tanganyikans. . 

Similarly, if we had succeeded in the 1963 
attempt to form an East African Federa- 
tion, or if we should do so in the future, 
Tanzania would be overjoyed. But if at 
some time thereafter the vast majority of 
the people of any one of the countries should 
decide—and persist in a decision—to with- 
draw from the Federation, the other two 
countries could not wage war against the 
people who wished to secede.

In his appeal το, the Controlier, My. Hirs- 
covich also noted that’the Argentine Am- 
bsssador. had submitted a protest against 
the decision to the Foreign Ministry, as 
ships of the Argentine Stste fleet oc- 
casionally engage in the trade too. “The 
Ambassador was told that as the Com- 
merce Ministry is the buyer of the meat, 
it can choose its own carriers,” but Mr. 
Hirscovich noted that the move, open to 
interpretation as flag discrimination, was 
hardly likely to create a friendly atmos- 
phere for Israel. He also told the Controller 
that the recent campaign against Israeli 
ships in the Greek ping press was 
certainly influenced by the decision, which 


will exelude Greek ships from the trade.. 
. One of the papers, “Express” claimed that - 


the IsraeH company was trying to get into 
the Greek market by offering freight rates 
of only $40 per ton of refrigerated cargoes 
from South America to-Greece, while offset- 
ting this loss by charging higher rates to 
Israel. “The move is a flagrant flag dis- 
crimination to the detriment of Greek 
ships,” the paper wrote. Another journal, 
“Naftemboriki," stated that the decision 
was a violation of the 1984 World Conven- 
tion on Trade and Development, accepted 
by Israel, which stipulates that roerchant 
fleets should be developed only on the basis 
of healthy economic criteria and not on 
flag discrimination. The paper added that 
the Greek government would protest to Is- 
rael, “stressing that this step Ig inadmis- 
sible.” 


FREIGHT CHARGES 


The South American meat trade involved 
some 25-30,000 tons annually, amounting to 
about $2 million in freight charges. Some 
time ago, Mr. Hirscovich signed an agree- 
ment with the Maritime Fruit Carriers, 
granting them one-third of the trade, but 
the MF.C. withdrew from it, Since then 
another Greek firm, the Ulysses Line, (re- 
Presented here by El-Zion) has acquired 
parc of the trade in competition against 
Mr. Hirscovich's interests. 


He states that his Interests agreed to the 
ruling that 50 per cent of the meat be 
carried by Israeli ships, but that he could 
not accep: the decision ta exclude forelgn 
ships entirely.

Although Tel Aviv-bound traffic con- 
tinued heavy Friday morning. road flow 
was almost back to normal after the 
serious delays of the day before.

In 1962 four Halfaites — Moshe, Eliahu 
and Marco Defez and their sister, Matilda 
Ogando — were notified that a plot of 
lend in Neve Shaanan purportedly be- 
longing to their late father, Yosef, was 
being expropriated and they were being In- 
demnified to the extent of 113,000 less 
11,000 im taxes. They had not kuown 
about their father owning any such pro- 
perty. 

Several months ago, the Huifa Munici- 
Pality received an inquiry from a Airs. 
Rose Sachs (née Defez), of France, con- 
eerring the same plot of land, which had 
belonged to her late father, also named 
Yovef. (The two families are not related, 
and the surnames in both cases, though 
pronounced similarly, are spelled slightly 
differently in Hebrew.) 

Informed of the Municipality's action in 
1962, she sued the Municipality and the 
four children of the other Yosef Defez for 
1L%,000, conteniling that that had been the 
value of her father’s property at the time 
of the expropriation. 

Yesterday, Balfa District Court Judge 
Sblomo Dori ordered the Municipality to 
‘pay Mrs, Sachs 118,750. plus costs of 
1L3,300, and ordered the other four Defez 
children to pay the Municipality back the 
1L12,000 it says it paid them. But before
